Installation of voting machines 
in St. Louis as a means of pre- 
venting such irregularities as 
occurred in the Aug. 3 primary 
were urged last night in a reso- 
lution by the Republican City 
Central Committee. 

The committee, which adopted

the resolution unanimously, 
called attention to the “unbe- 
lievable unanimity” of votes ré 
ported for machine-backed Dem- 
ocratic candidates in some pre- 
cincts. 

“It appears the same unanim- 
ity may be logically expected 
in the general election in the 
same precincts and wards under 
present conditions,” the resolu- 
tion said. 

“Among free people it is un- 
thinkable that ballots cast for 
candidates be not properly 


credited to them. Some definite 
action must be taken by the 
people of this city to prevent a 
recurrence of such incidents.” 

The St. Louis Election Board, 
which has fired 24 precinct 
officials and transferred six 
others as a result of irregulari- 
ties in the primary, also has rec- 
ommended voting machines as 
a means of eliminating such 
conditions. 

City officials and the city ad- 
ministration favor voting ma- 
chines, but there has been no 
agreement on whether a bond 
issue to finance their purchase 
should be submitted to the 
voters in a special election or as 
part of general bond issue pro- 
posed for civic improvements. 

C. J. Riley, who reported re- 
ceiving a threat Sunday after 
stating he voted in the primary 
for a candidat> shown in the 
official count to have received 
no votes, has been given addi- 
tional police protection, it was 
jearned today.

visor Luman F. Matthews said 
in a report prepared for the 
County Council today. 

The company has had diffi- 
culty in meeting the county’s 
needs, and the use of water has 
been restricted this summer in 
some areas, especially for lawn 
sprinkling. 

Matthews said an agreement 
to speed up the program was 
reached at a meeting he had re- 
cently with W. Victor Weir, 
president of the company, and 
R. E. Duffy, chief engineer of 
the Missouri Public Service 
Commission, 

In his report to the council 
the supervisor said the South 
Side plant with its 15,000,000 
gallons will bring the company’s 
capacity to 136,000,000 gallons 
daily, counting the addition of 
other facilities planned for com- 
pletion the autumn of next year. 
The maximum demand by the 
summer of 1956 is estimated at 
just ovef 102 million gallons a 
day—based on expectation of 
another season of heat and 
drouth — compared with the 
maximum demand of approxi- 
mately 85,000,000 gallons this 
summer. 

Weir said several sites on the 
Meramec river are being con- 
sidered but that none has been 
chosen. He said planning is be- 
ing done now, and that construc- 
tion will be started early next 
year, ‘ 
The water company has under 
construction a North Side plant 
on Charbonnier road. Its first 
unit is expected to raise the 
capacity from the-present 85,- 
000,000 gallons to 103,000,000 by 
next June, and a second unit 
to be finished by next fall is 
scheduled to bring it up to 121,- 
000,000 


As a water conservation meas- 
ure, the company has asked the 
Public Service Commission for 
‘permission to make an annual 
surcharge of $40 a ton for air- 
conditioning devices that use 
water and do not re-use it. Mat- 
thews asked the council to con- 
sider establishing a policy re- 
garding that request.

DEMOCRATS SEEK

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25. (AP)

“In view of the partisan na- 
ture” of the President's speech, 
the committee said, however, 
“we asked for time for an offi- 
cial spokesman to state our 
views.” 

In New York, the Columbia 
Broadcasting Co. said it had 
turned down the committee’s re- 
quest in line with its policy of 
not granting air time for replies 
when the President speaks in 
his official capacity.

NEW SECRET BRITISH JET - 
CRASHES INTO. NORTH SEA 


LONDON, Aug. 25 (AP)—A 
Royal Air Force Swift fighter, 
one of Britain’s new high pri- 
ority secret jets, roared over 
about 50 miles of English coun- 
tryside today without a pilot 
aboard and then crashed into 
the North Sea. 

The swept-wing fighter de- 
veloped trouble at 10,000 feet 
about 50 miles northeast of 
London and the pilot para- 
chuted to safety.

JUMPS OFF 160-FOOT BRIDGE 
USING BLANKET AS RUDDER 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25 (AP)— 
Charlie Fleckenstein, a 38-year- 
old air-conditioning engineer, 
was convinced that a blanket 
held above his head would en- 
able him to jump safely from a 
high bridge. 

He proved his point yesterday 
by leaping off the Triborough. 
and dropping 160 feet 
into the East river. Fleckenstein 
said the blanket served as a rud- 
der, keeping his head up and his 
feet down so he could enter the 
water safely. 


‘Seek Cause of Crack- 
Up That Killed Re- 


serve Flyer. 


Two separate Navy investiga- 
tions were under way today into 
the cause of the crash of a Navy 
fighter plane yesterday on Nat- 
ural Bridge road adjoining 
Lambert-St. Louis Field. The 
pilot was killed. 


He was Lt. Comdr. Amos B. 
Buchanan, of Cape Girardeau, 
Mo., a member of the Naval Air 
Reserve. Comdr. Buchanan was 
a former Navy flight instructor 
and started a two-week tour of 
active duty with his reserve 
unit last Sunday. 

The plane he was piloting, an 
F-4U Corsair, took off from the 
airport shortly before the crash. 
Moments later Comdr. Buchan- 
an called by radio for permis- 
sion to make an emergency 
landing at the airport, appar- 
ently because of engine trouble. 
Trailed White Smoke. 


‘Witnesses told of seeing the 
plane pass over the airport from 
north to south, with white smoke 
trailing from the right side of 
the engine, and then turn and 
start back for an attempt at a 
landing. It lost altitude rapidly, 
clipped the tops off three large 
trees in the yard of Mrs. Mary 
Behle, 10898 Natural Bridge and 
then struck a utility pole at the 
west edge of the Naval Air Sta- 
tion property. 
After hitting the pole, the 
plane crashed into an unoccupied 
automobile. parked in front of 
the bachelor officers’ quarters 
on the station. The car was 
dragged through a heavy fence 
to the edge of the road. The 
forward part of the plane, includ- 
ing the cockpit, came to rest in 
the parkway separating the 
lanes of the road. 

Comdr. Buchanan, who was 
unconscious, was removed from 
the plane by Walter W. Kragh, 
9417 North avenue, Overland, 
and Chris Pappas, 1622 South 
Compton avenue. They were 
driving to work at the McDon- 
nell Aircraft Corp. plant when 
the plane skidded to a stop less 
than 200 feet from their auto- 
mobile. 

Kragh suffered burns on the 
left hand as tre loosened the 
pilot’s safety belt to remove him. 
Fire in the plane was confined 
to the engine compartment and 
cockpit, and was extinguished 
almost immediately by a Navy 
crew using foam. 

Comdr. Buchanan died an hour 
after ‘the crash at St. Louis 
County hospital of burns, head 
and internal injuries.

(AP) — An ammunition-laden 
freight. car caught fire in the 
Frisco yards last night, touching 
off a series of spectacular explo- 
sions and spraying 105-milli- 
meter shells over a wide area.

In a 25-minute foreign policy 
review to the Indian Parliament, 
Nehru condemned such military 
pacts as the United States-pro- 
posed Southeast Asia Treaty Or- 
ganization. He said SEATO 
“likely will reverse the trend 
of conciliation released by the 
Indochina settlement.” 

Nehru confirmed India’s re- 
fusal to participate in the 
SEATO talks in the Philippines 
next month and said his govern- 
ment was “apprehensive that 
the proposed Southeast Asia col- 
lective organization will in the 
present do more harm than 
any good it might hope to do 
in the future.” : 

Nehru and Chou, after their 
New Delhi meeting in June, pro- 
posed that the principles of 
their April pact on Communist- 
occupied Tibet serve “5 a basis 
of relations between China and 
other Asian countries. 

In the Tibet pact, India and 
China agreed to respect each 
other’s territory and sovereignty 
and to avoid interference in the 
other’s internal affairs. 

Nehru said the India-China 
agreement was not “aimed at 
any country or group of coun- 
tries.” 


“We hope that it contains the | 
nucleus of a pattern of collective | 
peace, the only alternative to | 
war-preparedness and the only | 
substantial approach to real se-| 
curity,” he declared.

John J. O’Toole, executive di- 
rector of the local housing au- 
thority, is conducting: a survey 
to determine how many elderly 
persons here would be eligible 
for public housing. To qualify 
for admission to a low-rent proj- 
ect, a family of two may have an 
annual income of no more than 
$2800. 

Might Be Close In. 

Sipce proximity to a school 
and playground space would not 
be required, such a _ project 
might be near the downtown 
businéss district. The City Plan 
Commission has suggested that 


the area boundc J by Third street, 
Broadway, Walnut street. and 
Clark avenue might do if an 
urban redevelopment program 
were carried out*near by. 


Plans for the M-6 public-hous- 
ing project, on which work will

Reorganization of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of Metropoli- 
tan St. Louis to provide “an ag- 
gressive and dynamic organiza- 
tion” was announced today by 
its president, former .

Indorsement of the proposed 
charter amendment authorizing 
the Board of Aldermen to con- 
tinue the one-half of 1 per cent 
earnings tax was voted yesterday 
by the executive board of the 
AFL Building and Construction 
Trades Council. 


The amendment, which would 
relieve the city of the necessity 
of appealing periodically to the 
State Legislature for permission | 
to levy the tax, will be placed | 
before voters of the city in a 
special election Sept. 30. A 60. 


per cent affirmative vote is re- | 


quired for adoption, 

When the AFL Central Trades 
and Labor Union voted to take 
a neutral position on the matter 
last week, the building trades 
group was among those who 
favored support of the home 
rule measure. 


Cites City’s Need. 


In announcing the action of 
the group’s executive board, 
Joseph Cousin, executive secre- 
tary and treasurer, declared the 
city needed the tax if it was to 
go forward. 

“We should not have to run 
up to Jefferson City every two 
years to get permission to tax 
ourselves,” he said. “The city 
cannot operate without  suf- 
ficient tax revenues and it cer- 
tainly cannot move forward 
against blight and decay with- 
out an assured source of rev- 
enue.” 

To complaints that non-resi- 
dents who work in the city 
would be taxed, Cousin pointed 
out that he lives in Richmond 
Heights in St. Louis county. 

“But where do I earn my 
bread and butter?” he asked. “In 
the city, of course, and I think 
I owe the city something for 
that privilege. The earnings tax 
in most cases amounts to the 
price of three or four packages 
of cigarettes a week.” 

Cousin said his organization 
would furnish speakers in be- 
half of the amendment and he 
predicted that the great major- 
ity of the 28,000 members would 
vote for it.

Simon brought out through 
questioning of Hirsch and Abra- 
ham Traub of Brooklyn, an as- 
sociate of Hirsch, that although 
the Earragut Gardens apart- 
ments cost slightly more than 
$18,000,000 they were able to 
get an FHA mortgage of almost 
$22,000,000. 

Divided $4,000,000. 

Simon said’stockholders in the 
corporation that built the apart- 
ment, Newstrand Realty Corp., 
divided $3,158,000. He said this 
was the difference between the 
FHA mortgage and the actual 
cost of construction. 

With other profits in connec- 
tion with the project, stockhold- 
ers divided more than $4,000,- 
000 in excess of the cost, Hirsch 
said. 

Hirsch said his role was sim- 
ply that of investor and that he 
did not know why the construc- 
tion costs weer so much lower 
than the amount of the FHA 
mortgage or the estimated cost 
of construction. He said he 
had been in only one of the 


“I'd like to say this, Mr. 
Hirsch,” Senator Bush declared. 
“I think you’ve come very bad- 
ly prepared. I don’t think you 
have been co-operating very 
well. You have failed to answer 
questions. .. . This committee 
is very much displeased with 
how you have failed to co- 
operate.

$15,000 Capital Stock. 

Simon had said earlier that 
the capital stock investment in 
the project was $15,000 and that 
all loans and contracted obliga- 
tions had been paid out of mort- 
gage money. 

Hirsch objected to the com- 
mittee counsel’s conclusions con- 
cerning the $15,000. But Hirsch 
conceded that the Newstrand 
Corp. was capitalized for $5000 
and that each of five corpora- 
tions Newstrand formed to build | 
separate sections of the apart- 
ment development were incor- 
porated for $2000 each. 

Simon charged, and Hirsch de- 
nied, that the cost of construc- 
tion was increased on the com- 
pany books to cover the fact that 
an FHA mortgage had been giv- 
en in excess of the actual cost. 

Both Hirsch and Traub said 
they could not explain why the 
cost later .was written up by 
some $3,800,000. 

“That was the way the ac- 
countant did it,” said Traub. “I 
don’t know why.” 

Denies Payments to Powell. 

Traub, an attorney specializ- 
ing in real estate, denied that 
any of numerous checks issued 
by his office to “cash,” totaling 
$500,000, represented money 
paid to Clyde Powell, former 
national FHA administrator. 

They were made out in sums 
varying from $2000 to $25,000 
each, 

“Are you certain some of that 
money did not go to Clyde 
Powell?” he was asked. 

“Positive,” Traub replied, 

Traub said he had seen Powell 
in Washington “about 25 or 30 
times” had telephoned Powell 
frequently, and Powell, a former 
St. Louisan, telephoned him 
“maybe a similar amount.” 

Thé witness declared the 
checks were repayment on an 
obligation to a client, identified 
only as Schoenfeld. Traub said 
that in February 1949 he owed 
$1,600,000 to Schoenfeld. 

“And none of this cash went 
to Clyde Powell?” Simon _re- 
peated. ° 

“No,” said Traub. 

Traub was asked if Powell 
once overruled the New York 
FHA office on a matter Traub 
had presented to the New York 
office for a decision. 

Traub said that was true, in 
substance, but it was a matter 
which the New York office had 
told him should be taken up in 
Washington. 

New Rules Issued. 

New and more stringent reg- 
ulations governing federally in- 
sured housing mortgages were 
issued in Washington today by 
the FHA in line with the new 
housing law passed by Congress. 

They include a tightening of 
supervision of insured rental

FHA Commissioner Norman P. 
Mason said that in most in- 
stances insured mortgages will 
cover 80 per cent of the esti- 
mated value of the project.

The haunting fear, seldom ex- 
presed publicly but in the 
background of every action and 
every decision, that Germany 
will once again outstrip France 
militarily and industrially helps 
to explain the intensity of feel- 
ing on the North African issue. 
So reforms have been long de- 
layed and now more and more 
French troops are being de- 
ployed in the protectorates to 
try to insure that these posses- 
sions can be held with force if 
the proposed reforms are aban- 
doned, as they have been in the 
past, or if they fail of accept- 
ance. 


Other Suppression. 

This is not the first time that 
France has tried to suppress by 
force the rising and ever more 
unruly tide of nationalism. To- 
ward the end of World War II 
the French tried to hang on to 
their mandate, with the econom- 
ic privileges it gave them, in 
Syria and Lebanon. They went 
so far as to shell undefended 
cities. But they were forced out, 
thereby losing not only their 
political but also their economic 
position in these two Middle 
Eastern countries. 

In 1946 they undertook, large- 
ly with Foreign Legion and Af- 
rican troops, to suppress the re- 
bellion led by Communist- 
trained Ho Chi Minh in Indo- 
china. They failed to give the 
Indochinese the measures of in- 
dependence and military partici- 
pation *that might have won 
their allegiance. 

The cease-fire at Geneva di- 

vided Indochina roughly in half 
with the richest half going to 
the Communists. The pessi- 
mists—and they are growing in 
number — believe that through 
infiltration and other pressures 
the whole area will before too 
long be absorbed by Com- 
munism. 
, North Africa is far more im- 
portant than any of the other 
pieces of geography the French 
have lost and for a most sig- 
nificant reason: Manpower. 
From six to seven French divi- 
sions have been sustained from 
recruits — virtually conscripts — 
out of Algeria, Tunisia and Mo- 
rocco. 

These North African con- 
tingents greatly ease the pres- 
sure on draftees in continental 
France. This is directly related 
of course to the fact that West 
Germany’s population is at least 

000,000 to 7,000,000 greater 
than the population of France 
and it helps to explain why so 
many here believe that a uni- 
fied Germany must be a neu- 
tralized Germany.

policy. 

Flanked by the top men of his 
government, Mao received At- 
tlee and the other seven Labor- 
ite leaders now visiting China 
for a three-hour interview yes- 
terday. It was the Chinese Com- 
munist chief’s first close per- 
sonal contact with Western 
statesmen. 

Reports reaching me said the 
main points discussed between 
Mao and Attlee were that (1) the 
United States Seventh Fleet 
should be withdrawn from the 
straits between Formosa and the 
Chinese mainland; (2). rearma- 
ment of Japan and West Ger- 
many should cease, and (3) Brit- 
ain should try to persuade Amer- 
ica to take a more “reasonable” 
attitude toward Communist 
China. 

After the interview, Labor 
party Secretary Morgan Phillips 
gave out this brief, guarded 
statement: “The discussions 
ranged over a variety of subjects 
of mttual interest, including 
trade. The discussions were 
frank throughout and the meet- 
ing ended in an atmosphere of 
cordiality and expressions of 
good will.” 

Dined at Embassy. 

The Labor party delegation 
dined last night at the British 
Embassy as guests of Charge 
d’Affaires Humphrey Trevelyan. 
Premier Chou En-lai and Vice 
Premier Kuo Mo-jo were guests.

After their meetings in Mos- 
cow with Soviet Premier Malen- 
kov, delegation members were 
fairly open with correspondents 
and told them much of what had 
transpired. But last night, in ac-

Hearing or Scandal? 

Would the proposed Dixon-Yates contract im- 
pair the independence and efficiency of the 
Atomic Energy Commission and the Tennessee 
Valley Authority? Would it promote monopoly? 
Have monopolistic practices, suppressive of com- 
petition, already been used in bringing it to its 
present stage? 

These are questions of compelling national im- 
port which call for study and answer by commit- 
tees of Congress. The Administration’s publica- 
tion of documents relating to the contract only 
make these questions the more compelling. 

Dixon-Yates is the contract with a private 
utility syndicate which President Eisenhower has 
directed the AEC to sign against the best judg- 
ment of three of its five commissioners. The syn- 
dicate would build a 600,000-kilowatt plant at 
West Memphis, Ark., to supply power which AEC 
would deliver to TVA. 

AEC Commissioners Smyth and Zuckert (the 
latter’s term has since expired) protested that 
the arrangement was “awkward and unbusiness- 
like” and would involve the AEC “in a matter 
remote from” its “sober and exacting principal 
mission.” TVA’s Board of Directors protested 
that the Dixon-Yates scheme would deprive it of 
“control ever the costs TVA would incur” and 
render it unable to “carry out its responsibilities.” 

. * * 

A hearing by the Joirit Atomic Energy Com- 
mittee has been called by Chairman Cole for 
Sept. 2 to review the Dixon-Yates contract. The 
chairman has invited Democratic National Chair- 
man Mitchell to testify. Gov. Clement of Tennes- 
see has asked to be heard. Senator Anderson of 
New Mexico, a member of the joint committee, 
fears, however, that the hearing may be a per- 
functory shotgun affair. 

It is not reassuring to him that the chairman 
has chosen a date when every Democratic mem- 
ber of the joint committee has engagements to 
be away from Washington. He is particularly dis- 
turbed because he says the.contract still pro- 
vides for the Federal Treasury to reimburse the 
private syndicate for its federal taxes, although 
Congress expressly forbade that arrangement in 
the recently-enacted atomic bill. 

While the President has been criticized by his 
own General Accounting Office for acting with- 
out competitive bids, and while the Dixon-Yates 
group is accused of monopolistic practices in 
seeking the contract, the outlook for a thorough 
investigation by the Senate anti-monopoly sub- 
committee is not bright. 

Senator Langer, the North Dakota Republican 
who is chairman both of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee and the anti-monopoly subcommittee, held 
some hearings in July. Now he charges a “de- 
liberate effort” by the leaders of his own party 
to block funds for the investigation. 

Yet the entire narrative of the way in which 
the counter-proposal of Walter Von Tresckow, 
a New York financier and economic consultant, 
was frozen out of the running, fairly cries aloud 
for investigation on monopoly grounds. 

° . ° 

The Von Tresckow group was represented by 
the engineering firm of Gibbs & Hill when it 
presented its proposal to AEC. That fact was im- 
mediately flashed to the Dixon-Yates group, 
which began putting pressure on Gibbs & Hill 
to forsake its client, according to Stephen 
Mitchell. 

Gibbs & Hill was trying to get a contract to 
design and construct a new station for the New 
Orleans Public Service Co., a subsidiary of Mid+ 
dle South Utilities, a holding company headed 
by Edgar H. Dixon of Dixon-Yates. Mr. Dixon 
exerted further pressure through other private 
utilities and suppliers of electric equipment with 
which Gibbs & Hill was doing business, Mr. 
Von Tresckow has declared. 

Within eight days, Gibbs & Hill had severed 
relations with the Von Tresckow group. “The 
irony of it is that the Government, having given 
Dixon-Yates the information on which it could 
knock out Von Tresckow’s engineering firm, 
later gave as one reason for rejecting Von Tres- 
ckow’s proposal the fact he had no engineering 
organization,” Mr: Mitchell said. 

Mr. Von Tresckow later obtained the services 
of the Burns & McDonnell Engineering Co. of 
Kafisas City, which he says has been in busi- 
ness 56 years and handled more than 600 electric 
power projects. Since then, however, he has had 
no opportunity of reinstating his proposition 
with the AEC. 

In the face of all these facts, if the Republican 
leadership pushes the Dixon-Yates contract 
through without adequate public hearings it will 
be inviting the scandal that will certainly break 
about its head. 
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Bi-State Buys a Bridge 

The Bi-State Development Agency’s planned 
purchase of the McKinley Bridge sets a good 
precedent. The agency will finance the $13,- 
500,000 deal by the sale of revenue ‘bonds, and 
it will retire them with income generated by 
the bridge itself in the form of tolls. 

This means that the bridge becomes public 
property without any increase in the tax load, 
and that it can be operated for the benefit of the 
people of this whole metropolitan district, as L. 
J. Sverdrup, Bi-State’s chairman, pointed out. 

Ultimately it might be possible to convert the 
structure into a free bridge. If maintenance costs 
were not too high, the agency might be able to 
handle them out of income from other projects. 
Perhaps in time the agency could acquire all the 
bridges across the Mississippi and, in the distant 
and rosy future, they all might be free. 

Under Bi-State’s ownership this at least is a 
plausible hope, which is more than could be said 
before the agency took this first step. 
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An Elm Tree That Fights Back 

August is a month in which a bit of shade 
looks even better than usual, and no shade looks 
better than that of an elm. The trouble is that a 
good elm nowadays is hard to find. Hence we 
cite as one of our more important late discover- 
ies the Augustine Ascending Elm of Normal, III. 
This elm stands up to the blight that is killing 
off the American elm, and fights back. 

A special dispatch from Normal reports that in 
1937 the late Archie M. Augustine was shown 
a strange new elm growing near the Illinois 
State Normal University campus. Augustine, a 
nurseryman, was impressed by the way its 
branches spread and soared upward even more 
sharply than those on other elms and he began to 
investigate. Tests showed that here was indeed 
a new elm produced by nature, with twice as 
many chromosomes per cell, a deeper root sys- 
tem and a tough hide. 

Within 17. years these new elms have been 
spread to 170 conmimunities, where they are doing 
well, fighting off Dutch elm disease and phloem 
necrosis, and also growing to shade people in 
customary elm-like fashion. Many an elm-spread 
campus and many a village green, threatened by 
blight, needs an introduction to them. Bernard 
Shaw once said that “No man manages bis affairs 


as well as a tree does.” Watching the yellowing 
leaves of the old elm in the front yard, we were 
beginning to have our doubts about that. Then 
along came Nature and its Augustinian Ascend- 


ing Elm. That's enough to make a man feel — 


mortal. 
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A Chance to Aid Brazil 

The fate of Brazil, probably the United States’s 
best friend in South America, rests today in the 
hands of the little known Joao Cafe Filho 
who succeeded to the presidency after Dictator 
Getulio Vargas resigned and then killed himself. 
There is a hopeful note in reports that diplomats 
in Washington with long experience in Brazil 
believe the new president will see that Brazil’s 
co-operation with the United States is continued. 

As one of his first acts Cafe has appointed to 
the Air Ministry, Eduardo Gomes, leader of the 
58 Air Force and Army generals who forced Var- 
gas out of office. This indicates that the new 
president is not connected with the Vargas palace 
guard which, it seems certain, engineered the 
assassination attempt of Aug. 5 on Carlos Lacer- 
da, the anti-Vargas editor. 

The administration that succeeds that of Dic- 
tator Vargas has a tremendous task on its hands. 
Vargas, at the head of his Rio Grande do Sul 
cowboys and his tough miners of Goiaz, rode into 
office in 1931 on the tide of civil war that grew 
out of collapse of the world coffee market. The 
chunky little man remained in power, with ex- 
ception of 1945-50, until deposed. Like all 


dictators, he shed a lot of blood and caused a* 


lot of misery, but he was shrewd and Brazil did 
progress rapidly for a while. Then things caught 
up with Vargas—over-emphasized industrializa- 
tion, inflation, labor troubles, suppressed civil 
liberties. Now they confront Cafe. 

And now is a good time for the United States 
to implement the words of Dr. Milton Eisen- 
hower, the President’s brother, who, after a trip 
through South America last summer, suggested 
in a report several ways in which aid could be 
given to our neighbors to the south. They in- 
cluded favorable trade policies, public loans 
where private financing is not available, more 
purchasing for the national strategic stockpile, 
and vigorous expansion of technical aid. 

A nation of 54,000,000 persons, larger in area 
than the United States and with undeveloped re- 
sources second only to Russia’s, Brazil can be- 
come a great nation if she acquires a government 


‘that is both stable and progressive. A helping 


hand from the United States at this time would 
mean much to Brazil. 

The United States cannot leave Brazil or any 
other Latin American republic to one side. As 
Dr. Eisenhower said in his report: “Latin Ameri- 
ca is destined to be an economically powerful 
area of the globe. Her people are on the march.” 
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90,000 Feet Up and No Fuel 

The pilot of any experimental military plane 
is a chap who knowingly risks his life for the 
benefit of his country, for the advancement of 
science, for a bit of sport and also as a means of 
livelihood. Maj. Arthur Murray of the Air Force 
is one of those men and he must have incurred 
a multitude of risks during the four minutes it 
took him to fly the X-1A to the record-breaking 
altitude of about 90,000 feet or 17 miles. He beat 
the previous record by at least 7000 feet. 

His plane was launched from the belly of a 
bomber at 30,000 feet. It was blasted upward by 
its rockets at a speed surpassing that of sound. 
After exhausting the fuel and reaching the peak, 
Murray pushed the plane’s nose down and glided 
to a landing on the dried-up lake bed of Muroc 
in California. 

In the late eighteenth century, scientists re- 
garded the atmosphere as a dull place where air 
pressure and temperature dropped until the at- 
mospheric ceiling was reached at a height of 45 
miles. Today some scientists interested in the 
upper air believe that if there is a ceiling it may 
be as high as 60,000 miles. So it appears that 
Maj. Murray and his fellow adventurers still 
have plenty of space to prowl in exploring the 

,earth’s last frontier. 
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Avoiding a Repeat Performance 

How can St. Louis prevent a repetition of the 
sloppy, irregular and perhaps even fraudulent 
practices that prevailed in some precincts in the 
Aug. 3 primary? Three conclusions are likely to 
occur to anyone who followed the Election 
Board's investigation. 

First, the case for voting machines was graph- 
ically demonstrated. These devices assure an ac- 
curate and complete summary of how the votes 
are cast, and that is basic. What good is the 
secret ballot if there is no guarantee that it will 
be counted as voted? Moreover, the machines 
make possible rapid reporting of election results 
and eliminate the possibility of “spoiled” ballots. 

It will take a bond issue to provide capital 
funds for purchase of the devices for use in St. 
Louis, and that could run to some $3,000,000. A 
lesser sum may suffice provided the city can in- 
duce the State Legislature to permit it to en- 
large its precincts, thereby reducing the number 
of machines that would be required. 

In any event, the voters ought to be given a 
chance to say whether they are willing to pay 
the premium for insurance against fraud, stu- 
pidity or human error in the counting of their 
ballots. St. Louis county voters decided in favor 
of the machines when given an opportunity to 
speak up, although the County Council and the 
County Election Board have been unable to come 
to terms on which make of machine to install. 

Second, pending the purchase of voting ma- 
chines in both city and county, the Election 
Board in each jurisdiction should see to it that 
precinct judges and clerks are properly instruct- 
ed in their duties. It is clear that in some pre- 
cincts in the city some of the polling place offi- 
cials had only a vague idea of their authority 
and responsibility. 

Finally, the appointment of special deputy 
election commissioners to serve in each precinct, 
especially during primaries, would be a prudent 
move. Unlike judges and clerks, special deputies 
are not required to live or work in the precinct 
to which they are assigned. The presence of a 
stranger in the precinct can make a difference, 
especially where representatives of the two ma- 
jor parties tend to work more as partners than 
opponents.

As the Study of CIA Impends

The public and Congress know less 
about the Central Intelligence Agency 
than about any other large agency of the 
Federal Government. 


Its budget is concealed. Only a few 
men in the Budget Bureau and on the 
Appropriations subcommittee are sup- 
posed to know where to find the CIA 
items in the federal budget. 


The “cover”: was so effective in one 
case two years ago that the CIA was de- 
nied money for a building which it 
wanted badly and the Appropriations 
subcommittee had approved. The item 
was struck out at the last minute by leg- 
islators who were not aware of its real 
purpose. 

Even the total amount spent by CIA 
and the number of people on its payroll 
are supposed to be known only to the 
Appropriations and Armed Services 
Committees. 


By informal arrangement, only a few 
men on these committees have more 
than a general idea about some of CIA’s 
most important activities. And they 
—_ refrained from prying into the de- 
tails. 


Such secrecy is essential. CIA is not 
only our top intelligence agency but our 
chief instrument in the underground 
struggle against Communism outside the 
United States, 

That CIA engages in positive covert 
operations, as distinct from the gather- 
ing of information by both open and 
covert means, is not officially pro- 
claimed but has. long ceased to be a 
secret. 

These positive operations are intended 
to strengthen resistance to Communist 
conquest by infiltration and to worry 
the Communists behind the Iron and 
Bamboo curtains. 


In military power, we match, or more 
than match, the Communists—at least 
for the present. But in underground ap- 
paratus for cold warfare, and in skill 
in using it, the Communists have had 
for years an enormous advantage. 


Further, intelligence from inside Rus- 
sia is harder to get than from any other 
armed nation in history. 

It would be hard to overstate either 
the importance of CIA or the difficulty 
of its tasks. Probably at least two 


hag of its work lies beneath the sur- 
ace. 

The CIA also maintains liaison with 
intelligence agencies in approximately 
40 free nations, and with some of these 
has intimate working relations. 

The investigation which Senator Mc- 
Carthy was eager to make carried the 
threat of havoc to the delicate, danger- 
ous and vital work of the CIA. That is 
why CIA director Allen W. Dulles firm- 
ly put his foot down and why the Presi- 
dent unhestitatingly supported him, 
even while the Administration was still 
trying generally to co-operate with Mc- 
Carthy. 

An investigation by the Wisconsin Re- 
publican would have severed con- 
nections between CIA and intelligence 
agencies of other nations. Other govern- 
ments left no doubt on that score. 

Also a McCarthy inquiry probably 
would have exposed and so rendered 
worthless various other CIA operations. 
An earlier congressional inquiry into 
one man in the State Department, John 
P. Davies, exposed and so made worth- 
less two CIA agents and damaged the 
value of two others. 

Even in the hands of men much more 
responsible than McCarthy, a congres- 
sional inquiry into CIA would:-carry the 
danger of serious damage. 

There are objections also to the joint 
watchdog committee proposed by Sena- 
or Mansfield. 

All in all, there has been no great 
pressure for an investigation of CIA. 
Allen Dulles is highly respected in both 
parties. He has never claimed perfec- 
tion for an organization which is still 
young and whose tasks include some 
work for which there is little precedent 
in American experience. 

Yet it is plain in principle that CIA, 
as well as the FBI.and other such agen- 
cies, should be subjected to independ- 
ent review from time to time. 

The best answer at the moment prob- 
ably is the one chosen: A survey by a 
Hoover commission task force. 

If the task force is rounded out with 
men of the caliber and responsible out- 
look of its chairman, Gen. Mark Clark, 
it should satisfy both Congress and the 
public and perhaps be able to suggest 
some improvements in an agency that 
is vital to our national security.

the best American judicial tradition. 
Coming to the court from a long po- 
litical career, Mr. Warren was not as 
familiar with legal precedents and fine 
points of constitutional law as some of 
his colleagues. But his experience as 
governor and attorney general of Cali- 
fornia has contributed much to the 
court, especially in the disposition of 
Federal-state cases. In a court composed 
largely of men whose governmental ex- 
perience has been confined to Wash- 
ington, Mr. Warren's background has 
proved to be an asset of no smal] im- 


nee. . 

Beyond all tangible measurement is 
the dignity, persongl good will and bal- 
anced judgment that Mr. Warren has 
brought to this high office. These are 
assets for which the nation can be truly 
thankful. If the promise that stands out 
from Earl Warren’s first term on the 
bench is fulfilled, he may well win a 
place among our ablest Chief Justices.

Between Book Ends 
South African Slum Kid 


TELL FREEDOM, by Peter Abrahams, (Alfred A. 
Knopf, inc., 370 pgs., $4.) 


Peter Abrahams is one of the small 
group of South African writers whose 
eloquent voices have proclaimed to the 
world the problems of their lovely but 
unhappy land. Among this group—Alan 
Paton, Sarah Gertrude Millin, Nadine 
Gordimer, Uys Krige—Abrahams stands 
out as the only colored writer. (“Col- 
ored” is used here in the South African 
sense of mixed blood.) Anyone who 
knows South Africa will realize that for 
a nonwhite writer to gain a world audi- 
ence, as Abrahams has done with his 
novels, is something of a miracle. 

Just how much of a miracle is appar- 
ent from this poignant, at times bitter 
autobiography. In itself, it is not an “im- 
portant” story: all of the nonwhite chil- 
dren who spawn in the slums and loca- 
tions of South African cities grow up 
this way. Its significance lies in the fact 
that here was one of the colored raga- 
muffins who got a 
chance to develop 
his native talent. 
How many other 
mute Abrahamses, 
one wonders, are 
there among the 
“skolly” gangs now 
roaming the loca- 
tions? 

Young Abrahams 
was born and raised 
in Vrededorp,a 
crime-ridden bee- 
hive of a slum in 
the city of Johan- 
nesburg. Many of 
the hungry kids who 
live there find their way into jail for 
theft or prostitution or crimes of vio- 
lence. But Peter Abrahams was for- 
tunate. He came to the notice of edu- 
cated Negroes and got himself a job on 
their newspaper. Then came education 
and the world of books, and in time he 
was able to establish something of a 
reputation as a poet. 

But never at any time was he free of 
the indignities and degradations to 
which all people of color are subject in 
South Africa. Despite the. obvious re- 
straint with which he writes, Abrahams 
is not always able to conceal his anger 
or resentment. Several incidents in the 
book will raise the reader’s pulse-beat. 

In Johannesburg Abrahams was wel- 
comed for awhile by a group of Euro- 
pean Marxists, and his narrative is val- 
uable for his explanation as to why un- 
derprivileged citizens are prone to 
hearken to the voice of the Communist 
siren. One gathers, however, that Abra- 
hams did not go all the way, but left 
instead for Cape Town and later Dur- 
ban, where he grabbed an opportunity 
to work his passage to England as a 
seaman. 

“Perhaps life had a meaning that 
transcended race and color,” he says in 
closing his book. “If it had, I could not 
find it in South Africa. There was & 
need to write, to tell freedong” 

And now he has told it in this mov- 
ing and revealing book.

U.S. Court of Appeals Also 
Tells Union to Quit 
Coercive Tactics. 


Mississippi Lime Co. of Ste. 
Genevieve, Mo., today was or- 
dered by the United States Court 
of Appeals to offer reinstate- 


ment to 26 employes who had 
been forced out of the plant by 
the Independent Mine, Mill and 
Smelter Workers, Local 883, 
last month. 

At the same time, the Court 
ordered the union to cease and 
desist from coercive tactics 
against the men for voting last 
July 9 for two other unions in a 
National Labor Relations Board 
election at the plant to choose 
a bargaining agent for the em- 
ployes. The Mine, Mill and 
Smelter Workers won the elec- 
tion but agreed. with a finding 
by Regional NLRB Dir r V. 
Lee McMahon that illegal tac- 
tics had been used and further 
agreed to a new election. No 
date for the new election has 
been set. 

Both company and union must 
make up any wages lost by the 
26 men forced by the union to 


leave the plant, under the court 
order. In addition, the union is 
ordered to cease and desist from 


five specific types of coercion 
and threats against the men di- 
rectly or through pressure on 
the company. 

McMahon noted in a press re- 
lease that reports had been cir- 
culated the court order was 
effective only for a period of 
five days beyond the date of 
the next election. Pointing out 
the error of the reports, Mc- 
Mahon warned that the court 
order was permanent and that 
a violation of it at any time 
would result in contempt pro- 
ceedings against the Mine, Mill 
and Smelter Workers.’ 

The order, McMahon said, 
runs personally against Linus 
Wampler, international _repre- 
sentative of the Mine, Mill and 
‘|Smelter Workers and personally 
against George Kimmel and 
other officers of the local. The 
two unions defeated in the for- 
mer election were the AFL Hod- 
carriers, Building and Common 
Laborers Union and the CIO 
Federation of Glass, Ceramic, 
Silica and Sandworkers.

We asked the postmaster, a 

liceman, and a taxi driver at 

arwich Port, Cape Cod, wh 
could furnish a mid-west, Ozar 
landlubber the most reliable in- 
formation on striper fishing, 
and they all came up with the 
same answer ——- Hermann J. 
Duwell. We found him to be a 
most amiable gentleman, retired 
for many years, and eager to 
pass his vast store of fishing 
knowledge along to a tyro who 
was very willing to listen. 

Drails, Japanese feathers, jigs, 
sea worms, and eel skins were 
beyond our ken, but we did 
understand the use of plugs, 
spoons, spinners, and flies. The 
methods of taking striped bass, 
Duwell explained, varied from 
surfcasting to trolling and plug 
casting with light tackle as well 
as “chumming.” To chum guc- 
cessfully, a boat moves along 
at a leisurely pace and, when a 
school of stripers is sighted feed- 
ing on the surface of the water, 
finely. cut-up herring, mackerel, 
or other fish is tossed from the 
bow to attract the feeding fish. 
Lures are then cast in the wake 
of the boat and often the fisher» 
man will be rewarded by a 
savage strike from one of these 
black-striped, silver - colored 
fighters. 

Drails, we learned, are large- 
sized hooks with a heavy metal 
weight fused to the shank of 
the hook. Some of them have 
round heads with a grooved 
metal collar. The head has two 
holes running through it and, 
when an eel skin is fastened on 
the grooved head of the drail 
and pulled rapidly through the 
water, the eel skin, which has 
been pickled in salt brine and 
is soft and flexible, inflates with 
water and looks very much like 
a 12-inch eel trying to escape 
from its hungry pursuer. Japa- 
nese feathers are a_ larger, 
heavier version of many of our 
fresh-water casting plugs. They 
are usually made up with white 
feathers and often contain a sin- 
gle red feather in the terminal 
dressing. 

Noted for Striped Bass. 

All of the coast of Cape Cod 
and the islands of Nantucket 
and Martha’s Vineyard are noted 
for striped bass fishing as well 
as bluefish. Sea trout are now 
back after an unexplained five 
years absence. The poundage of 
bluefish, according to Mr. Du- 
well, runs in cycles. Some years 
they weigh only a pound or so 
and each year there is an in- 
crease in weight until approxi- 
mately 12 pounds in weight is 
reached and then the cycle re- 
turns to its beginning. 

There are no licenses, limits 
in size, or number of fish in salt 
water fishing in Massachusetts. 
Duwell recalls a fishing trip he 
took with a crony, George Blink- 
horn, many years ago, and the 
bluefish were running in amaz- 
ing numbers. They were using 
small fish for bait and each 
cast produced a fish . Duwell 
soon tired of taking so many 
and turned to Blinkhorn and 
asked: “How many do you 
want?”

NEW YORK, Aug. 25 (AP)— 
The coffee and sugar exchange 
has set a trading limit of 1 cent 
a pound a day in coffee prices 
because of unsettled conditions 
in Brazil following the suicide of 
President Getulio Vargas. 

Gustavo Lobo, president of 
the exchange, said the action, 
effective today, would cover the 
current month and continue 
until further notice. It means 
that trading wiil stop when any 
coffee price rises or drops 100 
points—1 cent a pound—in a 
single day. 

Lobo said the trading limits 
would continue pending clarifi- 
cation of the effect of Vargas’s 
death on shipping, banking and 
other commerce of Brazil. 


RAILROADS SAY THEY CANNOT 
CUT FREIGHT RATES ON HAY 


CHICAGO, Aug. 25 (AP)— 
Western railroads told Gov. Phil 
M. Donnelly of Missouri today 
they could not afford to grant 
his request that drouth-stricken 
farmers of his state be given the 
benefit of reduced freight rates 
on hay and roughage. 

Harry C. Barron, chairman of 
the executive committee of the 
Western Traffic Association 
wrote the Governor that the rail- 
roads had lost nearly $9,000,000 
as a result of reduced rates 
given Missouri farmers between 
Oct. 17, 1953 and April 30, 1954. 

Last week the railroads turned 
down Secretary of Agriculture 
Benson’s request for an exten- 
sion of disaster rates to all 
states. The roads said they al- 
ready had lost $20,000,000 on 
such rates. 


INTERNATIONAL BANK LENDS 
MEXICO RAILROAD 61 MILLION 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 25 (AP) 
—The International Bank for 
Reconstruction and Develop- 
ment yesterday signed its larg- 
est loan for an individual proj- 
ect—$61,000,000 to the Pacific 
Railroad of Mexico. , 

The loan. to finance an ex- 
tensive modernization program, 
was completed in a record peri- 
od of less than 120 days.

The railroad is about 1200 
miles long and runs from the 
Arizona-Mexican border down 
Mexico’s west coast to Guadala- 
jara, Mexico’s second largest 
citv.

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THEFT CASE DROPPED 
AGAINST COLONEL 


Air Force Says There Is 
Evidence of Security 
Violations. 


LAS VEGAS, Nev., Aug. 25 
(AP)—Burglary charges against 
an Air Force colonel from the 
Pentagon have been dismissed 
here and his custody given to 
military authorities who say 
there is evidence of serious fed- 
eral security violations. 

Secretary of the Air Force 
Talbott asked Clark county of- 
ficials for custody of Col. Rob- 
ert Hutchinson Orr, 36 years old, 
of Arlington, Va., a much-déco- 
rated pilot of World War II and 
fighter-bomber wing command- 
er in Korea. 

Talbott’s request was granted 
yesterday and Orr is being re- 
turned today to Washington's 
Walter Reed hospital. His case 
here had once been continued 
pending psychiatric examination. 

Orr was arrested early 
month in a Las Vegas hotel afid 
accused of robbing a room. Of- 
ficers said he had in his pos- 
session 100 keys from hotels 
across the nation, a pair of 
black silk gloves, a black face 
mask and a set of burglary tools 
made from dentists’ and doctors’ 
implements.

said Orr admitted he stole “for 
a thrill.” 

Later the Air Force reported 
classified documents were found 
in Orr’s possession for which he 
did not have authorization.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 (AP) 
—Business sailed along about on 
even seasonal keel from spring 
to early summer, the Commerce 
Department says, with a free 
spending public making up for 


purse tightening by the Federal 
Government. 


It says the nation’s total pro- 
duction of goods and services 
turned up a bit in the second 
quarter of the year, after nine 
months of decline. 

The department, in the August 
number of its monthly business 
survey made public yesterday, 
added that July sales at retail 
stores were about average for 
the season déspite a sharp drop 
during the month in auto sales. 
Employment, it said, continued 
to “drift downward through 

July” with most of the payroll 
trimming in the manufacturing 
industry. 

Similar to 1948-49 Slump. 
The Federal Reserve Board 
meanwhile released a study of 
employment and unemployment 
trends that said the pattern of 
the recent business downturn 
was closely similar to that in 
the 1948-49 recession. 

Industries and areas most de- 
pendent on employment in dur- 
able goods factories and textiles 
mills suffered most, the Reserve 
Board said, while employment 
was most stable in the South 
Central, Mountain and Pacific 
States and in metropolitan cen- 
ters for trade and services like 
eB York City, Los Angeles and 


The Commerce Department 
said defense outlays declined by 
an annual rate of about nine and 
a half billion dollars from the 
second quarter of 1953, when se- 
curity spending reached a record 
peak of 54% billion dollars a 
year, through the second quarter 
of this year, when defense spend- 
ing was at an annual rate of 4434 
billion dollars. 

In the second quarter of this 
year the decline was still sharp, 
though less steep than in pre- 
ceding quarters—about two and 
one fourth billion dollars annual 
rate, compared with a decline 
in defense spending in the first 
quarter of the year of nearly 
three and three fourths billion 
dollars, annual rate. This ap~ 
peared to give substance to re- 
ports that during the spring 
quarter the Government loos- 
ened up a little on its expendi- 
tures squeeze to help business 
recovery along. 

Spending by Public. 

But the big help came from 
the public. Its spendable in- 
come in the first half of this 
year was slightly more, despite

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Text of Eisenhower Statement 
On Signing Anti-Communist Bill 


/ DENVER, Aug. 25 (AP). 
Following is the text of President Hisenhower's statement

| HAVE today signed S. 3706, an act to make illegal the Com- 


izations from serving in certain representative capacities. 
The American people are determined to protect themselves 
and their institutions against any organization in their midst 


overthrow of our entire form of 


The American people, like- 
wise, are determined to accom- 
plish this in strict conformity 
with the requirements of jus- 
i tice, fair play and the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. They 
realize that employment of any 
other means would react un- 
favorably against the innocent as 
well as the guilty, and in the 
long run would distort and dam- 
age the judicial procedures of 
our country. The whole series 
of bills that the Administration 
has sponsored in this field have 
been designed in just this spirit 
and with just these purposes. 

The new law which I am sign- 
ing today includes one of the 
many recommendations made by 
this Administration to support 
existing statutes in defeating 
the Communist conspiracy in 
this country. Administratively, 
we have in the past 19 months 
stepped up enforcement of laws 
against subversives. As a result, 
41 top Communist leaders have 
been convicted, 35 more are in- 
dicted and scheduled for trial, 
and 105 subversive aliens have 
been deported. 

Lists Anti-Red Laws. 

The new laws enacted in this 
session of the Congress provide 
to the FBI and the Department 
of Justice much more effective 
weapons to help destroy the 
Communist menace. They in- 
clude the following: 

1. Last week I signed a bill 
granting immunity from prose- 
cution to certain suspected per- 
sons in order to aid in obtaining 
the conviction of subversives. In- 
vestigation and prosecution of 
crimes involving national se- 
curity have been seriously ham- 
pered by witnesses who have 
invoked the constitutional privi- 
lege against self-incrimination 
embodied in the Fifth Amend- 
ment. This act provides a new 
means of breaking through the 
secrecy which is characteristic 
of traitors, spies and saboteurs. 

2. Congress has passed a bill 
providing for the loss of citizen- 
ship by those advocating the 
overthrow of our Govergment 
by force and violence. In car- 
rying out the Administration’s 
recommendations that any citi- 
zen who knowingly and actively 
participates in the Communist 
conspiracy to overthrow the 
Government by force and vio- 
lence should be regarded as re- 
nouncing his allegiance to the 
United States and forfeiting his 
right to citizenship, the Congress 
has reinforced our historic con- 
cept that citizenship is a right 
only of those who bear true 
faith and allegiance to the 


tutions. This bill to which I shall 
presently give my approval ad- 
heres closely to our standards of 
due process.of law and provides 
that the loss of citizenship -shall 
become effective only upon con- 
viction by a court of competent 
jurisdiction. 

3. My approval has already 
been given to the bill which 
carries out the recommendation 
by this Administration increas- 
ing the penalty for harboring or 
concealing any person who is a 
fugitive from justice. There are 
at the present time five Com- 
munist leaders who have been 
indicted or convicted under the 
Smith Act who are fugitives 
from justice. This bill serves 
notice that any person who as- 
sists such fugitives in any way 
to conceal their whereabouts will 
be subject to severe penalty. 

4. My approval has already 
been given to a bill designed to 
serve as an effective additional 
deterrent to wilfull bail jumping 
by making such an act a crime 
subject to severe penalty. 

5. The Congress has passed, 
and I shall approve, a bill to in- 
clude within the definition of 
sabotage, acts involving the use 
of radio-active, biological and 
chemical agents not presently 
covered by the law. 

6. The foregoing bill also in- 


penalty for persons found guilty 
of peacetime espionage. 

7. I have already approved a 
bill requiring ‘“Communist-ac- 
tion” or “Communist-front” or- 
ganizations, which must register 
under the Internal Security Act, 
to submit full information re- 
garding printing equipment in 
their custody or control. 

8. I shall shortly sign a bill 
preventing the payment of an- 
nuities by the United States to 
and employes 
who have been convicted of cer- 
tain criminal offenses. This act 
includes those who have made 
false statements regarding past 
or present gembership in the 
Communist party. 

New Category. 

In addition to the foregoing 
measures enacted by the Eighty- 
third Congress, the bill which I 
have signed today further car- 
ries out an important part of the 
recommendations made by this 
Administration. It creates with- 
in the framework of the Internal 
Security Act of 1950 a new cate- 
gory entitled, “Communist-in- 
filtrated organizations.” This

MOTIVES UNDERLIE MURDER. Metabolic faults, 
microbes, emotions underlie disease. They are more hidden 
than murder motives. To make the diagnosis—to solve the 
case—you have to find them.

He submitted to needle probings, the laboratory work. There 
lay the clues. 

You had to sort them out, decide which had meaning 
and which were blind alleys. The legwork of the mind 
and of past cases.

YOU’VE GOT A LIST OF POSSIBLES. You have to 
check them out. Repeated examinations, both physica] and 
laboratory, help. So does repeated questioning. It’s like 
revisiting the scene of the crime, talking to witnesses, 
grilling suspects, using the lie detector. 

It’s tedious, worrisome, exciting. And there’s no real 
Me detector in diagnosis. With viruses, for instance, you 
can’t even see the suspect, much less apply a lie detector. 

Sgt. Friday’s work is finished when he finds the evi- 
dence and the culprit. The physician's work just begins 
with diagnosis. Effective treatment needs to follow. — 

A human murderer always dies from 2000 volts in the 
electric chair or from hydrocyanic-acid gas in the gas cham- 
ber. Not so with microbes. Pus-forming germs, staph 
aureus, that used to succumb 80 per cent of the time from 
penicillin are now killed less than half as often. They've 
built up a resistance. That is happening with other chem- 
ical treatments and other germs. 

Drama supposedly surrounds even the most prosaic 
surgical operation or the most sordid murder. When you 
get behind the scenes, medical diagnosis is at least as dra- 
matic. Its drama and challenge is the hidden drama im- 
plicit in the unsolved problem, the suffering human being. 
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too messy or you can use a drop 
cloth. 


The rug dyes are mixed with 
hot water and you'll get better 
results it you use them while 
they are still hot.

Instead of punishing her by limiting her datés, why not 
encourage her to bring some of the young people—girls as 
well as boys—into your home? Instead of asking if she 
loves you, make sure ‘that first of all you love her, that 
you try to understand her problem, that you give her as 
much freedom as seems wise, but along with that freedom 
the guidance and sympathy and reassurance she needs.

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THE BOSTON MUSEUM OF FINE ARTS. 
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Art Museum Director Underwent 
Full but Discreet Investigation 
Before Getting His Big New Job 


By Clarissa Start 


N THE candlelighted dining room of Boston’s historic Tavern 
club, where members may be distinguished by the different 
colored weskits they wear, a significant gathering was observed 


at luncheon several weeks ago. 


It was the committee of the 


Boston Museum of Fine Arts, a group made up of men with such 
time-honored names as Aldrich and Coolidge, Cabot and Paine, 
Longfellow and Lowell. After lunch, the group adjourned to the 
museum and made public the decision they had been discussing.. 
The new director of their museum was to be Perry T. Rathbone, 
present head of the St. Louis Art Museum. , 


The next day Boston news- 


apers were filled with specu-- 


ation about this 42-year-old 
Midwesterner who was to come 
into their proper midst. Would 
he “wage war on stuffiness” in 
tradition-bound Boston? Would 
he transplant a Van Gogh wind- 
mill, a Bal Masque, or a Berlin 
Masterpieces cavalcade to the 
Fenway, where the four-mile- 
long, $20,000,000 endowed pri- 
vate foundation is located? 

In St. Louis, speculation was 
equally strong as to how Rath- 
bone had been chosen by the 
club-conscious bluebloods who 
run the museum which is gen- 


“erally ranked second only to the 


Metropolitan in New York. But 
close friends of the Harvard- 
educated Rathbone were con- 
vinced he would “fit into the 
Boston picture” admirably. 

“When I first came to the 
Middle West I was venturing 
into the unknown and it seemed 
faraway and foreign,” Rathbone 
himself says. “But now after 
Detroit and St. Louis, the East 
doesn’t seem so distant.” 

As for the proper Bostonians 
themselves, Rathbone found 
them “attractive and approach- 
able, friendly and cordial,” and 
as a matter of record, less re- 
served and formal than were the 
St. Louis trustees when he came 
here 14 years ago. 

“IT made three visits here be- 
fore I was singled out from the 
22 applicants,” 
called. “Of course I had a rela- 
tively small record of accomp- 
lishment at that time and they 
were taking me on faith.” 


® * * 

T was his by now relatively 

large record of accomplish- 

ment that brought him to the 
attention of Boston. Rathbone, 
just returned from a_ three- 
month tour of Europe, did not 
know of any possible vacancy. 
While stopping over in New 
York last July, he received a call 
from Richard Payne, a Boston 
museum board member, inquir- 
ing about Midwestern museum 
directors. Under the impression 
that Payne was planning a trip 
west and desirous of being help- 
ful, Rathbone volynteered to 
stop by on his way to Cambridge 
the next day and visit with him. 
their visit Payne men- 
tioned that the museum’s direc- 
tor, Harold Edgell (who, inci- 
dentally, was born in St. Louis 
though he spent most of his life 
in the East) was ill and a re- 
placement might be in order. 

Rathbone still attached little 
importance to the news. 

“It wasn’t until I mentioned 
the meeting with Payne to my 
friend in Cambridge and noticed 
the look on his face that I at- 
tached any special significance 
to it,” he says. 

Returning to a stack of cor- 
respondence on his St. Louis 
desk a week later, he found a 
letter from Ralph Lowell, chair- 
man of the museum board, and 
head of Boston’s cultural Lowell 
Foundation, asking him to con- 
sider becoming their director 
and suggesting that. he return 
to Boston to talk to the trustees. 

There were -three meetings 
with the trustees in Boston, the 
first at Lowell’s bank (no resem- 
blance to the bank in “Point of 
No Return” that Rathbone could 
see); the second at the Union 
club (a per atmosphere but 
not as dly so as the fabled 
Boston club where firemen sum- 
moned for a kitchen fire were

asked to use the service en- 
trance); and an afternoon party 
given by a Rathbone ex-school- 
mate, John Coolidge of Boston’s 
Fogg museum, a distant kin of 
“Cautious Cal.” No tea party, 
thuugh. Just a cocktail party, 
much like cocktail parties every- 
where. Rathbone can’t recall 
that he had any tea in Boston 
during his stay, 

Conversation with trustees 
ranged widely, from museum fi- 
nances to American Indian ar- 
cheology (one trustee collects 
aboriginal artifacts), from the 
early West to the famed St. 
Louis. cat acquisition which 
caused great controversy here in 
1938. The board seemed to know 
quite a bit about him, Rathbone 
observed. Later he found he 
had. been under consideration 
since April and scrutinized rath- 
er thoroughly, a discovery which, 
he admits, gave him a rather pe- 
culiar sensation. 


x* * * 
HIS was corroborated fur- 
ther when he left Boston to 
visit Daniel K. Catlin, chair- 
man of the St. Louis museum 
board, at Catlin’s New Hamp- 
shire summer home. 

“I suppose you've been to 
Boston to talk to the trustees 
of the Museum of Fine Arts,” 
Catlin greeted him. When Rath- 
bone looked startled, he went 
on to explain that a Boston 
friend had told him some 
months before, “Boston has its 
eye on your man.” 

Still later, Rathbone learned 
that both he and his wife had 
been studied closely, since a 
museum director’s wife is con- 
sidered an important “hospitali- 
ty contact.” Friends in St. Louis 
had been contacted for charac- 
ter and personality reports. 
Aside from this, Rathbone sur- 
mises, the trustees had decided 
to make up their minds on the 
basis of “the assurance or lack 
of assurance that one gets from 
personal contact.” 

The assurance apparently was 
sufficient. Two weeks after he 
returned to St. Louis, he re- 
ceived word that the board was 
ready to confirm his appoint- 
ment if he would give some in- 
dication that he would accept. 

Reluctant as he was to leave 
St. Louis, Rathbone saw in the 
Boston position a stép upward 
and a “promising challenge to 
expand the influence of the 
museum.” 

A private foundation started 
by the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, Harvard univer- 
sity, and the Athenaeum club, 
the museum acquired its first 
building when the widow of Col. 
T. E. Lawrence contributed $25,- 
000 to house her husband's col- 
lection of arms and armor which 
he had left to the Athenaeum. 
The original building was a twin 
to Trinity church in Copley 
square and stood on the site of 
today’s Sheraton Plaza hotel. 
The present building was erett- 
ed in 1909, and designed appro- 
priately enough by a Lowell, 
Guy Lowell. 

These, of course, are the 
Lowells of whom it has been 


frequently said that they talk 


only to the Cabots and the Ca- 
bots talk only to God.

The fireworks started, really, 
when West, deliberately violat- 
ing all academic precepts, slyly 
passed out his partner’s opening 
heart bid. Obviously, there was 
method in West’s madness. He 
knew that the opponents did not 
sell out amiably to a one-bid, 
and since West had considerable 
defensive power, maybe they 
would walk into his trap. 

No comment is needed for 
North's double, East’s following 
pass, or South's two-club re- 
sponse—these were all perfectly 
normal—and West's double of 
two clubs was a good sporting 
speculation. But that is precise- 


‘ly the point—it was speculative, 


and North spotted it as such, 
hence the redouble which, on 
the face of it, was terribly dan- 
gerous. But North would have 
achieved his purpose, which was 
to make an opponent “run,” ex- 
cept for one tremendous factor.

Mental Breakdown 


By Fulton J. Sheen 


ANKIND has always taken 
for granted that there 
would be in their midst a 
few unfortunate individuals 
whose mental outlook would 
be warped and unpredictable. 

But what is disturbing today 
is the number of otherwise 
normal people who, in ular 
language, are “cracking.” Some 
are young, otherwise happily 
married; others are in middle 
life, with apparent security; 
but regardless of the age 
group, as a great. American 
psychiatrist wrote, ‘Mental 
cases are the stepchild of mod- 
ern civilization.” 

Leaving to the medical pro- 
fession those who are suffer- 
ing from functional and or- 
ganic disturbances which af- 
fect the mind, our problem 
is to inquire into the reason 
for the many marginal or 
fringe cases of mental insta- 
bility. . 

Coming quickly to the point, 
it appears to be this: Our 
generation has been raised on 
the idea of “self-expression,” 
which, being translated nega- 
tively, means there should 
never be any self-restraint. 
Every desire and impulse 
which satisfies the ego is con- 
sidered good; any form of self- 
denial, or repression of bio- 
logical urges, is considered as 
harmful to the personality. 
The ego is flattered and pam- 
pered, even to a point where 
children are. raised on the 
theory that they should never 
be disciplined, much less 
punished or reprimanded for 
their selfishness. 
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his philosophy of life on the 
principle of self-will, he is in 
for a tremendous shock. It 
happens that most other peo- 
ple he meets in the world 
have exactly the same prin- 
ciple. 

The result is that one in- 
dividual has his self-will con- 
tradicted by another; the ego 
is negated by another ego; 
wishes are not fulfilled; whims 
are neglected, crossed and re- 
jected by other egos equally 
bent on self assertion. 

This constant battering and 
challenge from other wills 
makes the mind confused, fills 
it with the sense of being 
persecuted, creates unhappi- 
and spitefulness.

The truth of the matter is, 
nobody who is self-willed has 
an inferiority complex; he has 
a superiority complex. He is 
so full of conceit, pride and

THE HOUR has come for 
educators, sociologists and 
citizens to reverse their steps, 
to see that if the self is to be 
really happy, it must be dis- 
ciplined, pruned, denied and 
negated by- itself. 

No better law for inner 
peace has ever been given 
than that of the Divine Sav- 
jour, “If any man will come 
after Me, let him take up his 
cross daily and follow Me.” 

In other words, crosses and 
contradictions are a part of 
life. We are to expect them 
from others simply because 
they are often as unregener- 
ate as ourselves. Contradic- 
tions from others will hurt us 
less when we have first con- 
tradicted ourselves.
